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EARLY  RICE  PROSPECTS. 

Early  indications  of  the  1926  rice  crop  in  countries  reporting  are  for 
a  larger  crop  than  in  1925  with  the  exception  of  China.     Information  is  still 
meager  for  the  more  important  producing  countries,  however,  and  it  is  too 
early  to  give  a  definite  indication  of  the  world  rice  production.     Early  weather 
conditions  were  fpvoraole  in  India  where  about  half  of  the  world's  crop  exclu- 
sive of  China  is  grown*    The  acreage  estimate  for  that  country  will  not  be 
published  until  the  latter  part  of  October.    Harvesting  during  the  first  six 
months  in  Annan,  an  important  rice  producing  province  of  Indc  China,  was  £0 
per  cent  greater  than  in  that  time  last  year.     Condition  reports  and  incom- 
plete acreage  reports  for  Java,  and  Madura  are  also  favorable.    The  United 
States  rice  forecast  is  18  per  cent  above  last  year,    ?or  China,  which  pro- 
duces roughly  between  a  third  and  a  fourth  of  the  world's  crop,  most  of  the 
provinces  reporting  expect  a  poor  harvest. 

CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Bacon  prices  at  Liverpool  for  the  week  of  September  1  declined  to  the 
levels  prevailing  4  weeks  ago.    There  have  been  no  official  quotations  on 
American  'Wiltshire  sides  for  the  past  three  weeks.     The  Liverpool  apple 
auctions  of  September  1  were  characterized  by  a  scarcity  of  good  fruit,  with 
available  supplies  bringing  good  prices,.   In  Germany,  hog  prices  at.  Berlin  were 
easier  for.  the  yeek  of  September'  1,  while  lard  at  Hamburg  strengthened  some- 
what.    Butter  prices  in  the'  leading  foreign  markets  showed  further  declines  for 
the  week  ended  September  2,  with  a  widening  of  the  margin  under  New  York 
quotations  for  comparable  grades.     See  pages  286  and  313. 

GERMAN  WHEAT  AND  RYE  CROPS 

Production  of  wheat  and  rye  in  19  German  states  and  Provinces  including 
Bavaria  is  estimated  by  the  Bavarian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  the  Germany 
Agricultural  Council  to  be  14  per  cent  below  last  year  according  to  a  cabled 
report  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas  at  Berlin.     These  states  and 
Provinces  last  year  produced  78. 3  per  cent  of  the  total  German  wheat  crop  and 
c0.3  per  cent  of  the  rye  crop.     Mr.  Haas  states  that  estimates  for  other 
regions  and  adjustments  of  the  above  estimates  for  flood  and  other  damage 
will  probably  reduce  the  estimate  for  all  Germany  still  further.     The  total 
German  wheat  crop  is  now  believed  to  be  from  14  to  20  per  cent  below  last 
year  end  rye  20  to  25.  per  cent  below.    Last  year  the  total  German  whe?£?  crop 
was  118,212,000  bushels  and  the  rye  crop  was  317,4-04,000  bushels. 


Should  present  predictions  be  borne  out,  the  total  European  wheat  crop 
asiue  from  Russia  may  he  about  ten  per  cent  below  last  year's  crop. 

Reports  of  a  German  wheat  crop  10  to  20  per  cent  below  last  year  are 
confirmed  by  Dr.  a,  3.  L.  Arner,  representative  of  the  foreign  service  of  the 
Department,  who  is  no-/  in  Europe.    The  quality  m  general  is  described  as  poor, 
ana.inmcations  are  that  Germany  will  have  to  import  considerable  quantities 

*olt  wlleat»  owing  to  the  comparative  scarcity  of  domestic  wheat  of  a  milling 
ouaixty  suitable  for  mixing  with  the  usual  importations  of  hard  United  States 
ana^Canadian  wheats.     Stocks,  augmented  by  July  imports,  are  expected  to  be 
suaxicient  1  or  milling  purposes  up  to  the  middle  of  this  month,  when  importing 
will  probably  oe  resumed  on  an  extensive  scale- '  Owing  to  the  large  quantity 
ol  brea^grains  considered  unfit  for  milling,  imports -of  feeding  grains  are  not 
expected  to  exceed  usual  quantities  unless  the  potato  crop  is  a  failure,  of 
wxiicn  there  appears  to  be  a  possibility.     Germany  is  not  as  familiar  with  corn 
as  are  some  other  European  countries,  although  the  industrial  use  of  that 
^rain  is  increasing,     while  German  corn  users  are  somewhat  doubtful  as  to  the 
value  01  lower  grades  ox  corn,  the  market  there  for  grades  below  Iku  2  is  per- 
haps somewhat  more  receptive,  than  is  the  English  corn  market.     It  is  thought 
that  the  Netherlands  offer  a  good  market  for  low  grade  corn,  although  the  grain 
would  have  to  be  dryer  than  15.5  per  cent.  • 

Private  estimates  of  the  Italian  wheat  cron  -place  it  at  191,000,000 
bushels  rather  than  the  official  205,000,000.     Last" year  the  Italian  official 
estimate  was  revised  about  the  middle  of  September.     The  Hungarian  wheat  esti- 
mate has  again  been  revised  upward,  but  is  still  about  4  per  cent  below  last 
year.     Conditions  of  all  cereal  crops  in  the  Netherlands  have  deteriorated 
somewhat  during  August.     Wheat,  oats  and  barley  conditions  were  still  above  aver- 
age, while  rye  condition  was  below  average.     In  Siberia  the  cereal  crops  were  ■ 
slightly  above  average  in  condition,  according  to  a  Russian  report  of  August  22 
forwarded  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture, 

Threshing  results  reported  in  Algeria  indicate  a  deficient  grain  crop. 
The  latest  forecast  of  the  crop  30  million  bushels, published  in  June  was  slightly 
above  the  average  for  the  previous  four  years  but  below  the  1925  estimate. 

^ There  is  considerable  variation  in  estimates  for  the  wheat  crop  in  Man- 
chura  for  1926  but  it  appears  from  estimates  available  that  North  Manchuria 
will  have  a  crop  80  to  SO  per  cent  of  normal  arid  South  Manchuria  50  per  cent 
of  normal.     These  condition  reports  are  based  on  information  received  from 
Consul  Hanson,  Harbin  under  date  of  July  22  and  from  Consul  Sokobin,  Mukden. 
A  normal  crop  in  Manchuria,  according  to  the  South  Manchuria  Railway  is  pbout 
30,000,000  bushels,  about  3/4  of  which  is  grown  in  North  Manchuria.     In  China 
proper  latest  reports  are  favorable  for  Hupeh,  Hunan  and  Honan.     Of  these  Honan, 
at  least,  is  said  to  be  a  surplus  producing  region. 

■Whether  in  western  Canada  was  generally  favorable  to  wheat  harvesting  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  August  29,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau 
a  though  showers  hindered  operations  somewhat  in  the  latter  part  of  the  week.' 
Rain  hindered  progress  in  the  east. 
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CROP    PROSPECTS,  CONT'D 


The  monsoon  in  India  has  teen  generally  favorable  in  the  important  wheat 
growing  provinces  except  the  United  Provinces,  where  it  was  rather  light. 

Argentina,  after  a  week  of  cool  weather,  swung  bade  again  during  the  week 
ending  August  30  to  temperatures  above  normal.     It  is  feared  th?,t  the  high  temper 
tures  prevalent  during  the  season  may  be  detrimental  to  the  crops.    The  northern 
zone  had  a  second  week  without  rain  following  an  abnormally  rainy  season  v/hile 
the  southern  zone,  which  has  had  about  normal  precipitation  most  of  the  season, 
experienced  a  second  week  of  heavy  rain. 

Need  for  more  rain  is  reported  in  the  Downs  region  of  Queensland, 
Australia.    Over  the  rest  of  the  country  conditions  continue  favorable  for  the 
wheat  crop.

In  most  sections  of  India  rain  was  nearly  general  during  the  week  ended 
August  28,  according  to  reports  received  by  the  United  States-  Weather  Bureau.  In 
a  few  sections  floods  were  reported,     Conditions  in  Bombay  were  generally  favor- 
able except  for  excessive  rain  in  some  parts.     Prospects  in  Punjab  are  generally 
favorable  according  to  a  cablegram  received  August  30  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture.     In  Uganda,  Eastern  Province,  planting  made  good  progreta. 
in  most  sections  during  June,  according  to  Vice  Consul  Thomason  at  Nairobi.  In 
Buganda  and  the  Northern  Province  there  was  generally  a  deficiency  of  rainfall. 

The  1925-26  crop  in  Portuguese  East  Africa  was"  only  about  2,500  bales  of 
4-78  pounds,  states  Consul  Moffitt  at  .Lourenco  Marques,  against  about  5,000 
bales  for  1924-25.     The  poor  crop  is  due,  l^g^y  to  drought ,  the  boll  weevil  . 
and  anthr&cnose.     If  the  plants  are  allowed  to  develop  a  second  crop,  the 
production  figure  for  this  season  may -be  increased.

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SOUTH  AFRICAN  WOOL  PROSPECTS  FOR  1926:     Owing  to  a  droughty  season,  tin 
wool  clip  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  expected  to  he  finer  hut  more  wa'sty 
than  last  year ,  according  to  the  Wool  Record  and  Textile  World  of  August  12. 
mien  production  was  estimated  at  203,000,000  pounds  against  186,000,000  pounds 
in  1924,     Stocks  at  Port  Elizabeth  were  estimated  at  the  lor  figure  of  4,000 
hales  at  the  end  of  June,  of  which  1,000  hales  were  short,  native  Basuto  wools 
Southern  districts  of  the  Orange  Free  State  are  the  only  ones  reporting  late 
summer  rains,  and  there  a  good,  sound  clip  is  expected.     In  the  important 
Midlands  district  of  Cape  Colony,  rainfall  has  been  below  normal  throughout  th 
season,  and  a  Tight  but  fine  clip  is  expected. 

UNITED  KINGDOM  WOOL  IMPORTS  SHOW  INCREASE:     Although  machinery  activity 
in  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  seriously  curtailed  on  account  of  the  coal 
strike,  net  imports  of  foreign  and  colonial  wool  during  the  first  six  months 
oi  13^6  show  an  increase  of  66,750,000  pounds  over  the  corresponding  period  of 
1925,     Exports  of  British- grown  wool,  on  the  other  hand,  declined  by  3,361,000 
pounds.     The  heavy  importing  season  for  wool  in  the  United  Kingdom  begins  in 
November  end  runs  to  the  end  of  July,  and  it  is  during  the--?--  three  August  - 
October  months  that  the  domestic  clip  is  marketed  at  the  local  fairs  and  sales 
throughout  the  country.     While  no  estimates  of  the  1926  clip  have  been  re- 
ceived as  yet,  it  is  believed  that  there  will  be  a  slight  increase  over  the 
110,000,000  pounds  grown  in  1325  since  the  sheep  population  is  about  6  per 
cent  greater  than  that  of  1925. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 

LARGE  APPLE  CROP  IN  BRITISH  COLUMBIA!     A  record  crop  of  apples  is  ir.di 
csted  by  the  revised  estimates  of  the  provincial  government  forwarded  by  Con- 
sul Tewell  at  Vancouver.     Present  prospects  point  to  a  crop  of  3,626,000  boxes 
against  an  average  production  for  the  preceding  five  years  of  2,927,000  tones 
and  the  hitherto  record  crop  of  3,330,000  bones  in  1923.     Lack  of  rain  has 
somewhat  affected  the  coloring  of  the  fruit,  according  to  the  consul,  but 
the  rapid  sizing  early  in  the  season  did  much  to  bring  the  fruit  up  to  ship- 
ping standard  in  most  localities.    Below  are  the  latest  estimates  of  the 
British  Columbia  apple  crop  compared  with  the  final  estimate  of  last  year  as 
made  by  the  Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture:

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THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATIOtf 

Although  the  seasonal  advance  in  butter  prices  this  summer  has  not 
been  v-.ry  :.arked  in  the  United  States,  the  advance  has  been  ever,  less  pro- 
ncuaeed  in  the  principal  foreign  markets.     Current  foreign  production  is 
heavy  and  British  stocks  are  reported  large,  but  more  important  still  in 
the  present  situation  is  the  demand  side  of  the  equation. 

It  is  r.o~  apparent-  that  demand  is  not  so  strong  as  a  year  ago  in 
either  tn^  British  or  the  Carman  butter  markets.    This  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  while  in  both  markets  the  supplies  of  butter  up  to  the  er.d 
oi  July  have  been  just  slightly  less  than  those  of  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year,  the  prices  realized  this  seas  on.  have  been  consistently  lover 
than  last,    2eriin  and  London  prices  during  August  averaged  fully. -five  cents 
belo"  August  of  last  year,    lie-  York  prices  during  Aagust  nave  been  loner 
than  a  year  ago  by  about  two  cents  only.    Comparative  prices  in  foreign  anc 
domestic  markets  up  to  September  2  appear  on  page        .    -The  continuance  of 
the  coal  strike  in  Great  Britain  is  doubtless  one  of  the  most  import ant 
factors  affecting  foreign  butter  prices  at  present.    The  increased  duty  ef- 
fective August  1,  on  butter  imported  into  Germany  has  had  some  aaded  effect. 

At  this  time  of  the  year,  it  is  the  European  supply  and  demand  that 
most  completely  determine  the  condition  of  the  great  foreign  cutter  marke:s. 
In  New  Zealand  and  Australia  the  dairy  output  is  about  at  its  lovest  ebb, 
vhich  means  that  deliveries  in  Great  Britain  from  those  sources  wj.ll  continue 
small  in  volume  for  several  months  before  the  flush  of  their  new  season 
affects  the  actual  market  supply.     In  the  meantime,  considerable  stocks  of 
Colonial  end  other  butter  in  British  markets  are  to  be  dravn  upon,    Late  in 
June,  according  to  reliable  estimates,  tuere  v.rere  total  stocks,  besides  private 
cola  ctores,  of  1,000,000  boxes  (of  56  pounds),  a  quantity  practically  eaual  to 
the  total  June  imports.    About  the  same  quahtity  Has  reported  in  storage  a  year 
a 70.    Much,  therefore,  depends  upon  hot?  nell  buying  pov;er,  especially  in  3reat 
Britain,  is  to  be  maintainea  in  determining  the  course  of  prices  during  the 
perioO  of  normally  lightest  imported  supplies  of  the  next  fe-  montns.

Imports  of  butter  into  Germany  during  July  totalled  20,052,000  pounds 
against  18,073,000  pounds  in  June  anc  19,059,000  pounds  in  July  of  last  year. 
Of  the  July  imports  of  20-  million  pounds,  5,343,000  pounds  rere  from  Denmark, 
5,174,000  pouncs  from  Netherlands  and  1,543,000  pounds  from  Russia.     In  acdi- 
tion  to  the  seasonal  increase,  there  was  some  encouragement  to  importation  in 
anticipation  of  the  increase  in  import  duty  from  the  equivalent  cf  2.43  cents 
per  pound  to  3.24  cents.    This  increase  \?as  effective  on  the  first  of  August, 
and  purchases  during  tne  last  reek  of  July  vrere  abnormally  heavy.    From  Den- 
mark alone,  1,942,473  pounds  vere  imported  aaainot  1,308,651  pounds  in  the 
previous  aeek.    Total  imports  of  butter  into  Germany  during  the  seven  months 
anded  July  cl  just  equalled  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  l~st  year, 
the  quantities  bein-  117,0o9,0C0  pounds  and  117,133,000  pounds  respectively. 
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British  imports  now  about  equal  to  record  of  year  a^o . 

With  a  new  record  of  imports  for  July,  the  total  importation  of  butter 
and  cheese  for  this  year  to  date  reached  practically  the  same  volume  as  during 
the  first  seven  months  of  1925  when  record  imports  were  recorded.    The  follow- 
ing summary  well  shows  in  connection  with  German  trade  the  developments  in  the 
principal  countries  of  origin  of  the  butter  and  cheese  imports  during  the  last 
month  for  which  figures  are  available  and  for  the  season  to  date,  Russia 
supplied  4,887,000  pounds  to  British  markets  during  July  in  addition  to 
1,543,000  pounds  to  Germany.    For  the  season  thus  far,  this  makes  a  total  of 
21,265,000  pounds  shipped  from  Russia  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  against 
I r, 515,000  pounds  during  the  first  seven  months  of  last  year.

In  Now  Zealand  production, during  the  season  to  May  30,  shoved  a.

teg.ted  as  equivalent  to  a  sk>t  decrease  in  butter- fat  .production  of  6.5  per 
•  cent.   ".Figures'  available  for  the'  Auckland  province  covering  the  entire  dairy 
year  ended  June  30,  indicate  a  decline  from  the  preceding  season  of  5  per  ■ 
cent  in  "butter  production  and  an  increase  of  22  per  cent  in  cheese  production, 
which  is  calculated  to  represent  a  net. decrease  in  total  "butter  fat  produc- 
tion of  2  i/2  per  cent,  '  ; 

Latest  reports  indicate  mild  weather  in  Australia  with  a  tendency 
late  in  July  toward  increased  production,  while  in  New  Zealand  late  winter 
rains  were  reported  as  having  improved  the  prospects  for  good  spring  gracs

THE  FOREIGN  HOPS  SITUATION  .  ■• 

In  England  the  chief  buyer  of  United  States  hogs,  the  growing  crop 
is  reported  to  ha ye  improved  materially  during  July.    According  to  a  report 
on  field  crops  put  out  "by  the  "London  Times"  the  condition  in  Kent,  the  most 
important  pro  due  in*;,  area,  was  reported  as  91,3  per  cent  of  a  standard  condi- 
tion compared  with  84' in  July.     The  report  .also  stated  that  there  had  "been 
a  mitigation  in  disease  attack.    An  earlier  official  report  had  said  that  the 
"bine  was  fairly  clean  and  reports  of' mould  were  few.    The  total  hop  area  of 
England  is  officially  reported  at  25,550  acres  compared  with  26,260  acres  in 
1925  and  25,900  acres  in  1924,     The  reduction  in  acreage  is  less  than  that 
agreed  upon  among  members  of  the  English  Hop  Growers'  Ltd.  whereby  cropping 
plantations  were  to -be  limited  to  90  per  cent  of  the  1925  acreage.  However, 
tr-ide  reports  state  that  in  most  cases  the  10  per  cent  reduction  would  be 
arrived  at  by  adopting  the  non-cropping  system  rather  than'  by  grubbing  the 
hop  plants.     The  imports  of  hops  into  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  36,000 
pounds  in  July  as  compered  with  635,000  pounds  for  July  last  year.  The 
imports  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  present  year  have  amounted  to  only 
2,256,000  pounds "as  compared  with  7,637,000  pounds  in  1925  and  8,666,000  in 
1934.    On  the  other  hand  the  exports" of  British  hops  amounted  to  3,150,000 
pounds  in  July  as  compared  with  500,000  pounds  in  July,  1925  and  the  exports 
during  the  first  seven  months  of  the  present  year  have  totalled  5,056,000 
pounds  as  compared  with  2,434,000  pounds  in  1925. 

■     The  1926  hop  crop  in  Belgium  is  forecast  at  4,409,000  pounds  as  ocms-- 
p^red  with  5,609,000  pounds  harvested -in  1925,  according  to  the  International 
I    .ii  out,:  ot  Agriculture  c  t 'Rome.    While  this  figure  indicates  a  crop  below 
the  two  preceding  years,  it  is  slightly  above  the  average  for  the  5  yeai s  1921- 
1925,    Earlier  reports  from  Belgium  were  pessimistic  and  a  lower  yield  was 
expected.    No  recent  information  is  available  on  the  condition  of  the  present 
Canadian  crop.    A  report  published  by  -the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  states 
that  new  areas  are  being  planted  in  British  Columbia  which  will  soon  double 
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the  production  of  the  province  and  supply  its  domestic  requirements.  Acreage 
in  192c  is  unofficially  reported  as  640  acres.     Three  hundred  acres  are  said 
to  nave  been  planted  this  year  from  which  a  harvest  is  expected'  this  season.  .. 
Additional  areas  are  to  be  planted  next  year.     The  Canadian  Pacific  report 
also  states  that  in  the  last  year  for  which  statistics  are  available  the  brew- 
in.:-  industry  of  the  country  used  2,036,000  pounds  of  hops,  •' 

A  trade  report  from  Germany  gives  the  outlook  for  the .new  crop  of 
larger  "beer  hops  as  moderately  favorable.  The  backward  start  resulting  from 
poor  weather  in  the  spring  has  been  recovered.     Increases  in  acreage  in  the 
past  three .years  should  by  now  have  a  noticeable  effect  on  the  harvest,  the 
report  states.     Hungarian  hops  were  being  well  about  the  middle  of  July, 
Condition  was  reported  as  between  good  and  excellent. 


HUNGARIAN  GRAINS  INCREASE 

The  third  estimate  of  the  grain  crops  of  Hungary  is  slightly  larger 
than  the  second  estimate',  according  to  a  cable  to  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  The 
new  estimates  are  as  follows:  wheat  63,967,000  bushels  as  compared  with  the 
previous  estimate,  of ■ 67,351 ,000  bushels;  rye  50,592,000  bushels  compared  with 
29,301,000;  barley  22, 505 ,-000  bushels  compared  with  the  previous  estimate 
of  22,322,000  bushels;  oats  25, 353; 000  bushels  compared  with  24,940,000.  pre- 
viously reported.     The  second'  estimate  for  corn  is  slightly  below  the  first 
estimate  being  35,468,000  compared  with  35", 507,000  bushels. 

The  new  estimate  for  potatoes  is  somewhat  less  than  the  previous 
estimate  being  now  75,544,000  bushels  compared  with  the  first  estimate  of 
75,533,000  bushels.     The  first  estimate  for  sugar  beets  is  placed  at  1,503,000 
short  tons  compared  with  1,684 ,000'  short  tons  in  1925.     An  early  forecast  by 
the  Sugar  Associations  placed  the  1926  sugar  beet  crop  at  1,594,000  short  tons
